cess of 5,700 directly attributable to 
iiutomobilc accidents.

as against K19 in 1929.

Again Unchanged 


Demand Is Light, and Cen- 


ters Chiefly on Lower 


Grade of Staple 


MEMPHIS-(U. S. Dcpt. Agricul- 


ture)—There was little change in the 
price of cotton for the period ending 
April 18, compared with the week 
previous. 


Demand both domestic and foreign 


was said to have been rather indif- 
ferent with trading in spot cotton con- 
tinuing ,o£ the hand to mouth char-: 
acter with .volume of 
transactions 


small and mostly at fixed prices. De- 
mand seemed to be centeed on the 
lower grades of cottons in lengths 7-8 
and 15-16 inches, although some cent- 
ers reported a' fair demand for the 
longer lengths in the higher grades, 
which are scare in the offerings. 


Quotations for spot cotton April 23 


were about 3-4 cent per pound higher 
than the low point reached so far this 
season, which was on December 15 and 
about 1 cent lower than those pre- 
vailing during the latter part of Feb- 
ruary. On April 24 the average price 
of middling 7-8 inch cotton in the 
ten markets was 9.47 cents compared 
with 9.48 April 17th and 15.09 cents on 
corresponding day previous 
season. 


The volume of spot transactions as 
reported by the ten markets for the 
past week amounted to 20,898 bales, 
compartd with 12,661 for the like week 
a year ago. Total sales this season to 
April 24 amounted to about 4,600,000 
bales against 5,000,000 for correspond- 
ing period last year. 


According to the eWather Bureau 


Cor the week ending April 21, in Tex- 
as the weather was more favorable 
for cotton but the crop was still late 
and in onl yfair condition with stands 
uneven and considerable 
replanting 


may be necessary. In the eastern cot- 
ton belt planting advanced satisfac- 
torily with chopping begun in south- 
ern Georgia. Exports to April 24 this 
season amounted to about 5.900,000 
bales against 6,100,000 a year ago. 
Combined exports so far this season 
to Jiipun and China are agbou 200,000 
bales more. Exports to Great Britian 
are about 200,000 bales below u year 
ago and to Germany and Italy com- 
bined about 300,000 zalcs less. Accord- 
ing to the New York Cotton Exchange 
forwardings to mills of the world of 
American cotton to April 17th amount- 
ed to 8,200,000 bales, compared with 
10-500.000 last year and 11,800,000 the 
year before last. 


Grade differences were slightly re- 


vised during the past week and on 
April 24th the average of the ten 
markets for Strict low middling was 
50 points off middling and for low 
middling 124 points. 


Premium staple cottons were said to 


have witnessed a smaller turnover 
compared with recent weeks with a 
number of mills withdrawing from the 
market.

Kansas City Votes 


On Bond Program 


$32,000,000 in Expendi- 


ture Involved in Ten 
Year Development 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—<U,R>—Kansas 


City's 10-year bond development pro- 
gram will be submitted to the citizens 
in a special election May 26. 


The progra mcalls for the expen- 


diture of $32.000.000 during a 10-year 
period. Nearly a year was required 
to complete the plans. 
. Besides the bond program there also 
will be submitted several county pro- 
posals of $8,450,000. bringing the total 
proposed expenditure 
to 540.450,000, 


There are 20 proposals in both the city 
and county programs. • 


Included in the bond program is a 


proposal for Sl.000,000 for construction 
of a garbage 
incinerator. Another 


proposal calls for $1,000,000 for im- 
provement on the Brush Creek sewer- 
age system . 


A trafficways and boulevards pro- 


posal, which was approved by the 
civic improvement committee, calls 


i for the largest expenditure. It 
has 


$8,500.000 scheduled for improvements. 
The city hall site has the next largest 
expenditure, with $4.000,000 proposed. 


Parks and playgrounds will receive 


$2,750,000 for improvements if (he pro- 
gram is accepted. 


Public hospitals will receive 82,000.- 


000 to be spent for now buildings and 
equipment and repairs. 


Other proposals include $4,500.00(1 


for a Municipal auditorium, including 
site; $3.500,000 for water supply im- | 
provcmer\ts; Sl.MO.OOO for construction j 
of sewers, and $500,000 for airport im- 
provements. 


The program definitely fixes the site 


for the new city hall in the heart of 
the downtown husTness district.

He 
is an expert linguist, and his know-

times "mistaken for an Arab." 


"I never tried to pass for one," he 


said. "On the contrary, my game was 
to be spotted a mile away as 'Law- 
rence.' In those days I lived on my 
reputation.
